Whole  sections  of 
the  town,  as  in  the  upper  neighborhood, 
or  Brookilale,  where  auction  sales  have 
taken  place  at  low  rat^s.  are  kept  far 
above  what  these  sales  ^ould  suggest  as 
a  fair  market  value.  I  Improvements 
made  are  not  always  rated  at  fifty  per 
cent,  of  their  full  cost  lvalue  as  repre¬ 
sented.  In  fact,  no  rigid  rule  seems  to 
be  adopted  to  ascertain  Wid  register  the 
precise  amount  of  real  and  personal 
values  throughout  the  town. 

As  a  community  also,  we  are  not  fairly 
treated.  The  progressive  element  which 
invaded-  our  councils  ten! or  more  years 
ago,  left  its  impress  in  increased  valua¬ 
tions,  whose  effect  has  been  made  perma¬ 
nent  by  the  arbitrary  faction  of  the 
County  Board  of  Asses*c>rs,  in  adding 
to  the  valuations  returned  by  the  town¬ 
ships.  As  a  result,  we  find  ourselves  far 
above  the  townships  upon  either  side  of 
us  in  the  valuations  plfceil  upon  our 
property;  and  must  bear  an  increased 
amount  of  taxation  for  the  benefit  of  our 
neighbors.  This  can  be  )im*t  by  one  or 
two  expedients;  by  increasing  their  as 
sessments;  or  by  a  reduction  of  out  own. 
The  former  is  impracticable;  the  latter,  in 
justice  to  ourselves,  ought  to  be  adopted- 
The  decision  of  the  courts,  in  the  case  of 
East  Orange,  that  no  amount  can  be 
added  to  the  return  of  the  assessor, 
makes  our  position  impregnable. 

If  it  is  objected  that  tli€(  assessor  can- 
take  the  responsibility  of  a  general  re¬ 
duction,  then  let  it  be  made  by  the  town  j 
committee,  the  same  authority  which 
ten  years  ago,  made  the  unwise  advance.  1 
But  better  than  this,  let  both  town  com- ; 
mittee  and  assessor  work  Soget her  for  a 
thorough  and  systematic  overhauling  of 
assessments  for  the  benefit  both  of  indi¬ 
viduals  and  the  township  at  large. 

In  all  this  let  no  one  think  that  he  is 
specially  attacked.  We  have  no  quarrel 
with  individuals,  or  censtire  for  those 
whom  we  believe  have  conscientiously 
done  their  duty.  Our  wish  is  simply 
that  this  growing  evil  may  be  checked. 
This,  as  we  have  said,  canlonly  be  done 
by  a  careful  revision  by  the  assessor 
under  the  direction  of  the  town  commit¬ 
tee.
